Thirty-four  years  a^o  this  summer  while  at  the  old  farm 
homestead  at  Byron, Michigan,  my  mother  aroused  nyr  interest  concerning 
cvr  -resent  day  relatives  and  ancestors.  She  ho-d  me  write  down  what 
■ .formation  she  could  recall,  those  notes  still  being  in  my  yossission, 
id  to  her  is  doe  the  credit  for  my  goinr  into  this  family  tree.  The 
a-.Lg  of  my  aunt  ;.lbertina  Tanner  ho.s  also  been  of  great  value.  Her 
memory  reached  into  the  passing  generation  and  in  it  I  found  a  mine  of 
i nf ormat i on . 

In  1917  I  assembled  what  material  could  be  gotten  together, 
and  about  the  time  it  assumed  porpcrtions  of  some  value,  our  car,  and 
with  it,  these  notes  was  stolen.  Eeither  was  returned,  hence  a  delay. 

V/ithin  the  last  three  years,  I  liwro  spent  time  no'.J  and  then 
getting  the  present  result  in  some  hind  ci  order.  Tine  i;ould  permit 
my  going  into  this  only  in  a  very  hasty  T/ay  and  .mi3t:..k3S  and  omissions 
are  inevitable.

Let  us  ho->e  that  close  family  ties  rmy  come  about 
as  a  result  of  these  notes.  I  am  consci.us  of  the  fact  that  I  have 
given  very  little  time  from  my  bus^'-  program  for  the  promotion  of  good 
will  and  friendly  feeling  among;  even  m3?  nearest  relatives,  This  I 
regret.  May  the  day  scon  come  when  time  will  permit  a  fostering  of 
a  closer  clan  feelin' .

Bote  regarding  Abel  Bigelow. 

In  1825,  Abel  Bigelow  came  from  ilanlius,  IT.  Y.  to  West  Bloomfield, 
Oakland  Coiuaty,  Michigan  with  three  sons;  Jotham,  Levi,  and  Thomas 
Allen  and  four  daughters,  Sara,  Mary,  lura,  and  Electa. 

The  history  of  Oakland  County  contains  the  following  items  of 
Abel  Bigelow  coming  to  West  Bloomfield  ^near  Birmingham,  Michigan): 

"In  1825,  Abel  Bigelow  purchased  the  South  East  Quarter,  section  of 
the  Herrington’ tract .  James  Herrington  of  Cayuga  County,  N.  Y. 

..having  May  15,  1823,  purchased  the  entire  South  East  Section.  Mr. 
Bigelow  came  from  Manlus ,  Hew  York  accompanied  by  his  three  sons, 

Jotham  R.,  Levi,  and  Thomas  Allen.  A  large  portion,  of  Abel  Bigelow's 
farm  proved  to  be  underlaid  7;ith  clay  of  excellent  quality  for 
brick  making.  He  was  the  first  person  in  West  Bloomfield  to  be 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  brick  and  of  tile  for  draining  of  land. 
Abel  Bigelow's  son,  Thomas  Allen,  continued  the  “;ork  followed  by  his 
son  Bethune  Bigelow." 

Later  a  stock  company  called  the  Bigelow  Clay  Products  Coimiahy 
Was  formed  for  the  manufacture  of  hollow  tile  for  building  purposes, 
and  with  the  coming  of  this  company,  it  is  sai^  the  ficra  is  no 
longer  in  the  hands  of  the  Bigelow  line.
